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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 5, 6, 7, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The above claims all depend on claim 1 but call for a resistive material to be either thick 
film or resistive wire. Since claim 1 has already required the resistive material to be thin film the 
scope of the claims is indeterminate. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-2, 4, 1 1, 12, 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Katsuda et al. (US 5644866). 

Katsuda discloses, inter alia, a heating device comprising a laminar of polymer resin film 
material having PTC characteristics applied to laminars of insulating material, a rechargeable 
battery and a wick having a heating means attached in proximity to the wick. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinaiy skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9, 13, and 19-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Katsuda et al. (US 5644866). 

Katsuda discloses, inter alia, a heating device comprising a laminar of polymer resin film 
material having PTC characteristics applied to laminars of insulating material, a rechargeable 
battery and a wick having a heating means attached in proximity to the wick. Katsuda does not 
explicitly disclose the specific design options as claimed by applicant in claims 9, 13, 19-22 and 
26 however such design considerations and modifications are generally well known in the art and 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to make such modifications to the 
Katsuda device. With respect to claims 23-25, the manner m which the device is intended to be 
used does not serve to distinguish fi-om prior art disclosing all the claimed structure. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/25/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has not pointed out the specific claim limitations that the prior art fails to 
teach to one on ordinary skill. Applicant's arguments merely suggest that the prior art does not 
teach the same inventive concept as applicant. In response to applicant's argument regarding the 
rejection under 112 (2), it is noted that "thin film", and "thick film" have meanings in the art that 
typically distinguish between the two. Though no absolute distinction is universally made, the 
terms distinguish one fi-om the other, that is to say a heater cannot be considered both a "thick 
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film" and a "thin film" heater if any distmction is made between thick and thin. If the applicant 
wishes to argue that there is no distinction between "thick" and "thin", applicant should remove 
such limitations from the claim.
